premacy. The world doea not aitord a spec 
tada more sublime than ia furnished when 
milliona of fn«' aixl intelligent American 
citizens s<»k'et th«ir rhit>f niai;i-;frati», and 
Lid oiip of thpir numliiT t i ('ni l tin- liighi»«t 
earthly boimr and the full mHHsiii f of pulilic 
duty in ready aubmiasion to their will. 

"It followa that a candidate fur tbiti hieb 
office can navar forgot that whan tha tur- 
moil and the atrife which attend tba aeltx;- 
tion cf iti incumbent shall be heard no more, 
there must he in the quiet raltii which fol- 
lows a coinpb-te and solemn self-consecration 
by the pcopU-'n chosen president of every 
faculty an l endeavor to the aorvioe of a 
confldiuK and ((("neroua nation of free men.

honor beneath which such National safety 
reposes; the protection of our National do 
main, still stretchiu); lieyond tba naads of a 
century's expansion, and its praaerration for 
the aettler and the piont^er of our marvelous

the operation of th"ir uoverinoi'iii ; the 
guaranty to our cojori'd ein7,eiis ot nil t|i,.ir 
rij{hth of citizeiisliip and tlioir just roco;^iii- 
tion and encouranenieni iii 'ill Liiin^; [.er- 
tainmg to that relation; a Arm, patient and 
humane Indian policy so that in peaceful re- 
lations with the government the civilisation 
of the Indian may be promoted, with result- 
ing quiet and suety to the settlers on our 
frontiers; and the curtailment of public ex 
pense by tho introduction of economical 
methods in every department of the govern 
nient. 

"The pledges contained in the platform 
adopted by the lata cooTentton of the Na- 
tional Democracy tend to the advaooement 
of these objects and insure good goTernment, 
the aspiration of every true American citi- 
zen, and the motive for every patriotic 
action tiiid ell'ort. In the cons<Mousiies,s that 
inucli has lx>en done in the direction of ^oixl 
government by the present oilniinistration, 
and submitting its record to the fair inspec- 
tion of my oountryman, I indoraa tha plat- 
foftn thoa praaa o ta d . with tha datarmination 
that if I am again called to the chief magiatra- 
cy there shall be a continuance of devoted en 
deav<.>r to (idvanco the interests of the entire 
c<')untry Hursealeof Federal taxation and 
its conse<iiiBnces largely engross .at this time 
the attention of our citizens, and the people 
are sober Iv considering ttie necessity of 
measures of relief. Our govamment ia the 
creaticm of the people, aatablisbed to carrv 
out their deaigna and accomplish their good. 
It was foundM on justice, and was made for 
a free, intelligeiit and virtuous people It is 
only ns( ful when within their control, an. I 
only server tbein well when regulated and 
guided by their constant totich. It is a free 

Sovernment, becauae it guarantees to every 
imerlcan citizen tha onraatrioted personal 
use and en jovment of all the reward of his 
toil andafaUhlBinooaM,agm|)lwhatmay be 
bis fair contribottonto aaaaMary pabUo ex- 
pense. 

"Therefore it is not only the rit;lit, hut the 
duty of a free |>eople, in the unforcoinent of 
thia guarantee to iniiat that auoh expense 
should be strictly limited to tha actual pub- 
lic needs. It seoins perfectly clear that when 
tho government, this instrumentality created , 
and niaiiitainetl by the people to do their 
bi.bling, turns upon them, and through anl 
utt*r perversion of its (Kjwers, extorts from 
their labor and capital tribute largely in ex- 
cess of public ueoewities, the creature haa re- , 
balled against tha eraator and tha maatara 
are robbad by their aarranta Tba ooat of 
the government must continue to be met by ; 
tariff datiea oollectMl at our custom houses 
upon iinportwil goods, and hy internal reve- 
nue taxes us-,essed upon spirituous and malt 
liquors, tobacco anil oleomargarine. I sup-| 
poke it is needless U> explain that all thu:>o| 
duties lutd assessmeuts ore added to the pricu ' 
Of^artiolaa upon which tbay.ara laviad, 
•o4 ti>n> haaonia • tas npoo.all tboaa who 



buy thaaa artlolea for use 'and eonanmption. 

I suppose, too, it is well understood ihat the 
etTcctof this tariff taxation is not limite.l to 
the consumers of imr)orte<l articles, Init thai 
the duties iinpose<l iii.on -u.'li arricl. s jii'mi t 
a corresponding; incr.'ase in price to Ikj l.ai.i 
upon domestic prixluctions of the same kind: 
which increase, paid liy all our people as con- 
aumart of home productiona ana enteriim 
every American home, twnatitutaa a form oi 
taxation as certain and as inaritabla a- 
tboukzh the amount was annually paid into 
the lian.l of tho tax gatherer. 

"Thes.. results are inseparable from th< 
plan we have adopted for the collection of 
our revenue by tariff duties. They are not 
mentioned to discredit the system, but by 
way of preface to the statement that every 
million of dollars collected at our oustoni 
hou-es for duties upon iinportcil articles ami 
jvii.l into tlii< piiblie treasury represent many 
nnllions more which, though never reachin.: 
the National treasury, aro i>aii1 by our citi 
tens as the Increased cost of domestic pro- 
oaoNoaa raaalttn« from oar tariff lawa 

."la thaaa eireuawtanoea, and in view of 
this necessary effect of the operation of our 
plan for raising revenue, the absolute duty 
of limiting tho rote of tariff charges to the 
necessities of a frugal and <•<■ nMnrcAl a.|- 
ministration of the government, seems to be 
perfectly plain. The continuance, upon a 
pretext of meeting public expenditure*, of 
aooh a scale of tariff taxation aa drawa from 
tba substance of the people a sum largely in 
excess of public needs, is surely something 
which, uii'ler a government based uoon jus 
tice and which flu. Is Its stren^^th aii.l nst-fn)- 
nt>ss in tbe faith and ri tjst of tli-' iv. ipV, 
ought not to t)e tolerated. While the he;»viesf, 
burdens incident to the necessities of the 
government are uncomplainingly borne, 
light burdena become grievous and intolera- 
ble when not Justified by such neoeasitiaa 

"Unnecessary taxation is unjn^it taxation. 
And yet this is our condition We are an- 
nually collecting at our etistom li. .uses and 
by means of our internal revenue t.axation, 
man^ millions in excess of all legitimate 
public needa. As a oonseqiwnoe there now 
remains in the National treasury a surplus 
of more than f 130,(100.000. No better evi- 
dence could be furnished that the people are 
exorbitantly taxed. The extent of the su- 
perfluous burden indicat«vi by this surplus 
will Ih) Iwtter appreciate.! when it is sug- 
gested that such surplus alono, represents 
taxation aggregating more than $108,0(K) in 
a ooonty containing 50,«MM) inbaMtaata. Tax 
atloa has always been tha feature of organ- 
iaed government, the hardest to reconcile 
with tho people's ideas of free<loin and hap- 
piness. When presented in a direct form 
nothing will arouse p^miilar discontent more 
quickly anr" profoundly than unjust ami un- 
necessary taxation. Our farm.Ts, in 'chan- 
ire, l.ilH)rer8 and all our citizens closely scan 
the slightest inoreaae in tha taxes aasease*! 
upon tnelr lands and other property, and dc 
man ! good reasons for such increase, ami yet 
they seein to be expected, in s.)me cjuarters, 
to regard tbe unnivessary volume .f insrli 
ous an.l indir.'i t taxation vi^ii.' I up 'ii thern 
by our present rat,, of tai ilV iuti' s with iii- 
dlfferenci' if n.it with favor. 

"The surplus revenue now remaining in 
tbe treasury not only fumistiaa oonolnaive 
proof of unjust taxation, but its existence 
constitute n sepirate and indep'cd'nr 
menace to the prosperity of tlie pi p' • 
This va.-t a'-cuninlation of idle fund ; r. pr • 
siMits t'lat much money drawn from the cir- 
culating mediuiii of the country, which i^ 
nee<led in the channels of trade and business. 
It is a great mistake to suppoae that the con- 

2uencea whioh follow the oontlinial with- 
rawal and hoarding by the government of 
the purreii'^y of the people are nor of imme- 
diate importance to the nm.ss of our citi/..'iis, 
and onlv c.m.'ern thos." .■ngi.^cl m large 
fliianci-d transa.'Mons In i •■s- j 's- ..n- 

terpi'iso and activity which free and ready 
money among the people produoea, ia found 
that opportunity for labor and employment 
and that imp.'ius to biislnefs an 1 pro<bic- 
tioii, wiiich brinj; in their train prospurity 
to our citizens ill every station aa.l voca- 
tion. N.'w v.'iitures, new iiivestnicnts in 
business and inanufucture, the c.jiistruction 
of new and important works, and the 
enlargement of enterprises alreaily estab- 
lished, depend largely unon obtiiining money 
upon e.isy terms with fair security ; and ail 
these things are stiinulaie l i. . an a. undaiit 
volume of circulating m l.tnu. I.v mi tlie 
harvested irrain of the farm, r n n.iin-j witli- 
out a iiiarker, unless money is f.irthcoming 
for its 111 iv. nn nl ;inil trans|iorli»ti.)n to the 
seabo ir I. 

"The lirst results of a scarcity of nioivy 
among the people ia the exaction of severe 
terms for ita use. Increasing distrust * and 
timidity is folio we.l by a refusal to loan or 
advance on any terms. Inveators refuse all 
risks, an 1 d.'cline all securitiea, and in a 
general fright ttiu money still in tna hands 
of tile people is persistently boarded. It is 
quite apparent that when this perfectly 
natural, if not inevitable stage isreache.f, 
depression in all buainaaa Md enterprise 
will, as a naceaaary oooaaqaenoa, leaaen the 
opportunity for work and am|>loyment, and 
re<lui« salaries and tha wagaa of labor. In- 
stead, then, of t>eiiig exempt (fom tho in- 
fluence and elf.'i't of an Iniawnse surplus 
lying idle in the National tnMtsury, our 
wage earners and others who rely upon their 
labor for support, are moat of all directly 
oonoerned in tbe situatioa Others, seeing 
tbe approach of danger, may plH^vide against 
it, but it will find those depending upon their 
daily toil for bread unprepared, helpless and 
defenseless. Kuch a atato of affairs does not 
presttnt a case uf idlenasa raaolting from lis 
putes lietwcen the laboring man and his em 
nloyer, but it produces an abaolute and en- 
forced stopfiage of employment and wages. 

"In reviewing the t>ad affeota of thia ao 
cumulated stirplus and tbe scale of tariff rataa 
by which it is produced, we must not ovi!r- 
look the tendency toward griiss and scan- 
dalous i)ubli<' extravagance which a coii- 
geattsl treaaury induces, nor tlve fact Ihat we 
lire maintaining, without uxouse, in a time 
01 profound paaoa, aubatantiaUy tba rata of 
tariff dutiea Impoaed in time m war, when 
the naoeaaitiea of tbe government Justified 
the impoaition of the weightiest burdens 
upon tne people. Divers plans have been 
suggested for the return of this accumulate. 1 
surplus to the iieople and the channels of 
traae. Some of these devices are at vari- 
ance with all rules of good finance; some are 
delusiva;aoniaareahMnl aad aoma betray 
by their reoklaaa axtrangaaoa tha damoral- 
iaing influence of a j|rMt saralna of pablio 
money up.jn the J a dj a aao l i ol indlTuaak. 
While such eir.>rts shoidd be made as are 
(wnsisteiit with piililio duty aod sanctioue 1 
by sound judgmeut, to avoid danger by the 
useful disposition of the surplua now remain- 
ing in the treasury, it is evident that if its 
distribution were aooompliabad anotbar ac- 
cumulation would aoon taka ita plana, if the 
constant flow of reduadaat iaooaa waa not 
checked at \is souroa qy a faform in our 
present taritT law.s. 

"Wo do not propose to deal with these con- 
ditions by merely attempting to satisfy tho 
people of the truth of abstract the irii'S, nor 
by alone urging their aasant to political doc- 
tniMi We preaent to tiiam tho propoaitiona 
that they are nniuatly traatad in tba extant 
of praaant federal taxation, that aa a raaoit 
a oondition of extrame dabaer axMa, awl 
that it is for thorn to demand a remedy and 
that defense nu t sufety proinise'l in the 
guarantees of lli. ir free g<ivcniinunt. We 
believe ttuit the same muuiui which are 
adoptad to relieve the treasury of ita present 
aurplua and prevent ita raoarranoa, aboold ' 
IP ow paeplt tha ant of anpBlyiag 



their'dally wants. Both of Chese objects we 
seek in part to gain by reducing the present 
tariff rates upon the ne<^essari"S of life. 

"We fully Hppre<"iate the importance to 
the country of our domestic industriil enter 
prises. In the rati ticatlun uf existing wroiijfs, 
their maintaoanoa and proapaity ahould he 
carefully and in a friendly apirit considered. 
Even such reliance u|xjn present revenue ar- 
rangements as have been invited or enc mr 
aireil sh.nil I lie fairly and justly regaide l, 
Alirupt .aud ru'lical changes wliicd ini.;lir 
endanger such eiiierpris..s, nii.l injuriously 
affect the interests .if lab. ir depen. lent upm 
their success and continuance, are not cm tern- 
plated or intende<i. 

"But we know the cost of our domestic 
manufactured prmliicts la increased, aU'i 
their price to the consumer enhance<l by the 
duty imposed upon the raw material u-e.l in 
their manufacture. We know that tins in- 
cren.«ed cost prevents the s,ale of . ur pro 
diK'tions at foreign markets in coin'p l iti m 
with those countries which liave the advaut 
aga of free raw materiaL Wa know that 
conflnad to a home markat onr manufactur- 
ing operations are curtailed, their demand 
for labor irregular and the rate of wages 
paid uncertain. We propose, therefore, to 
stimulate our domestic it.ilustri il .•n!.'riiri>i s 
by freeing from duty the impoii.il raw 
materials which liy the employment of laiior 
are used in our home manufactures, tiius ex- 
tending tha markata for their siUe and per- 
mitting an inoreaaed and ateady prodnction 
with the allowance of abundant profits. 

"True to the undavlatfng c urse of the 
Democratic jiarty we will not neglect tho 
Interests of l.ii. ir and our workingmeo. In 
all elforts to remedy existing evils, we will 
furnish no excuse for the loss of employment 
or the faduction of tba wage of honest toil 
On tba oontrary, we propooa Id any adjust- 
ment of our revenoa lawa to oonoatle such 
encouragent and advantage to the employ- 
ers of domestic labor aa wiU easily compen- 
sate for any diflferenee that may »xist be- 
tween the standard of wages which should 
be paid to our laboring man aud the rate 
allowed in other countries. 

"We propose, too, by extanding the mar- 
kets for our own maniuaoturara to promote 
the ateady employment of labor, while by 
cheapening the coat of the necessaries of life 
we increase the purohasing power of tha 
workingman's wages and add to the com- 
forts of his homo. And before passing from 
this phase of the question I am constrained 
to exjiros-s the opinion, that while the inter- 
ests of labor should be always sedulously re- 
garded in any modifloatioo of oar tariff 
laws, an additional and mora direct and 
efflcent protection to thoaa interests would 
be afforded by the restriction and prohibition 
of tho iinnib^ration or importation of lah'tr- 
ers from otb"r c iiiiitries, who swarm upon 
our shores, having no purpose or niteiit of 
liecomiii^ our fellow citizens, or acquiring 
any |K«rmanent interest in our country, but 
who crowd every field of amployment with 
unintelligent lanrir at wagaa wnioh ought not 
to satisfy those who make claim to .American 
citizenship. 

"Tho platform adopted by the late Na- 
tional <'onventiim of our luirty contains the 
follovving(leclaiation:'Juilge<l by Deniocratic 
principles the iiit.'rosta of tbe jvople are b<»- 
trayoil when by unnocess.ary tax ition trusts 
and combinations are permitted and fostered, 
which, while unduly enriching the few that 

combine. Tn\> the body of OUT cltixena by de- 
priving tii.'ni as Durcbaaara of tba banefita 

of natnr.'il c inijvtion.' 

".Such cinilinriti.cM have alwavs been 
condemiic 1 hv the Dmnocrati"' party. The 
declarati iii of its Nati m.il conventioa Ls sin- 
cerely made, and no moiiilier of our party 
will be found excusing tba existenoe or be- 
littling the pernicious results of those devices 
to wrong the people, finder varioim n.ames 
they havo lieun piiiii^he.l by the common law 
for hun. beds of years; an l tliey liivelmt 
iiono of their hateful features l>ecaiise they 
havo otisumtsl t'ne name of trusts instead of i 
conspiracies. Wu bolieve that these trusts ore 
the natural ofTsnring of a market artifl(>iiillv 
restricted; that an inordinately high tariff , 
k^side furiiifhing the temptation for tlioir 
exi-tence, e!ilai';,'es the limit within which 
they 111 ly op . rale a^'aiiist th.' [icople, an I this 
inq^'a.-es iho extent of their piWer for 
wron.; doing. With an uu ilU'raol • hatr.' l 
of all such schemes we cjuut t!io checking uf 
their baleful oiHiratioiu among the good re- 
sults promised by revenue reform. 

"While wo cannot avoid partis^in misrep 
re.sentrttion our position up.m the i|!iestiou 
of revenue ref.irin should in; so nlamly 
statist . 'IS to i»ijmit of no misundcr'-fiii.lri:;. 
We h.u i' .Mitero.l upon no crilsa.le ol I iCi 
trad". Th.. r.'fi)rin wp seek t.i in.iu.;iirate is 
preiJicated unon tlio utmost euro for estab- 
lished industries and enterprisea, a Jealous 
regard for the interests of Ahierican labor 
and a sincere desire to relieve the country 
from the injustice and danger of a coniiiiion 
which threatens evil to all th.. p . .pi • of the 
Land. We are i|i.ialin;< wiin no nnazni.arv 
danger. Its existeiicu bos In-en rciM'/itdlv 
oonfeased by all political parties, an l pledges 
of a remedy have been made ou all sides. 
Yet, when in tba lasrislaliive body, where 
under the conatiutlon aiu remedial measures 
npplicablo tn this subject must originate, tho 
DemcKTatic majority were attempting with 
extreme moderation to reioera the plixlge 
comm. in 1. 1 ti lth part ias, thoy were nut by 
deterniineil opposition and obstruction; ami, 
the minority refusing to co op<<rato in tin) 
house of representatives, or projiose another 
remedy, have remittad tba redemption of 
their party pledge to tha doubtful power of 
the senate.

"With firm faith in the intelligence aad 
patriotiam of our ooutrymen, ana relying 
upon the conviction that misrepresentation 
will not influence tfaem, prejudice will not 
cloud their understanding, and that menace 
will not intimiilate them, let us urge the 
people's iiii»'rest and public duty for the vin- 
dication of our attempt to inaugwataa 
righteous aud beneficent reform.

1860. 

Now theae two internal taxes operating 
directly on pmperom manufacturer!, then 
enrieM 6y exorbitant gain and on a eUm 
teith great meome$, yielded together 8200,- 

000. 000 every year to tlie treasury in 
round numbers. Had these taxes, fall- 
ing on a wealthy dasa moat able to bear 

them without the least strain, been con- 
tinued for ten years, tbe public debt 
would have been extlngniahed. 

Then there were the per cent, taxes 
on railroad companies, insurance compa- 
nies and express companies, taxes on 
bank capital, deposit and bank checks, 
which helped to swell the revenue. 

And these tares which only touched wealth 
and great corporations vere abotithed by He- 
publican Congresses, whiU not a dime wis 
removed from the hnnl,n* that bore hardest 
on the poor and afflicted, the v/orkitig men 
vihote shouldert were forced to carry the load 
And in ISS;], when the tariff was revised 
by a bill which originated in tbe Senate, 
contrary to tbe Oonstitation, the JRipub- 

l!ran.< rtpmled the ta.c on playing capde and 
put 2") per cent, tax on the Bible. 

Tbe relief therefore from taxation given 
by the Republicans, has been altogether 
fur the wealthy and prosperous, while 
the poor have been left to bear all the 
burden. The Democratic policy is to re- 
move some of these burdens, and to give 
the poor the chance to live. 

Wool and the High Tariff. 

The State Auditor of Ohio reports only 
3,740,000 sheep in Ohio this year. In 

1. st.s, imme<iiately after tiie high tarifl 
was put on and before it could influence 
production, there were 7,500,000. Twenty 
ye irs of lii.;|i tariff anil the number of 
slieep iu Ohio decreased one-half ! 

In 1867, before the tariff was imponed, 
Ohio farmers sold their wool at 50 to 5.) 
cents a pound. In 18^8 they are getting 
25 to 30 cents a pound. Twenty years of 
high tariff and the price of wool has 
fallen off one-half in Ohio! 

7'alk is cheap, but there is lots of 
food for thought in the above for all 
who are interested in the wool question.

Is Now to UepopuUte the City — The Ar- 
rival of Bed Orosa MniMa Hailed With 
Otaatmaloloiat^-AaWtaaMaa. ' 

Jacksonvillb, Fla., Sept. 1 1.— A ilaroe 
itorm of wind and rain prevailed here Sun- 
day. It will have a liH 1 ell'ect on the sick, 
and when the i>un comes out will largely m- 
srease the number of new coses. There were 
forty-nine persons stricken with the fever 
Sunday and seven deaths. The deaths were 
Rev. J. H. Sbarpe, of the Mathodist Episco- 
pal church south ; Pat. Kelly, C C. Hoys- 
sent, Julia Stoucki, R B. Ij.5ve, J. J. Crow, 
Amelia Mitchell. 

Work will be begun on Camp Mitchell to- 
morrow. Eight thousand feet of lumber is 
now loaded to go out, and as large a force as 
can be worke<l profitably will be sent out. 
Two hundred twelve by ten sei'tion hand 
railroad houses of two rooms will lie ready 
within a week. There will be accomnioda- 
ttona for 11,000 pertons. The exiienae for 
samps, nurses, etc., will, it is reckoned, bo 
nearly $6,000 per week. Of the 10,000 ne- 
groes here it is estimated tliat three quarters 
of them, or mora avan, will have to be 
supported. No ohanoa to earn money is of- 
fered, and they refuse to more. Of the 4,000 
whites a large proportion can support thom- 
lelves. 

The situation here Saturday was doleful 
and very discouraging. Ttie heavy list of 
new oaaes shows that it is but a question of 
time before we shall all have it. 

llaniiitoii's orders have cooped everyboviy 
up here, aud even though he should change 
his orders at the lost minuta, the mortality 
will be great. An immense amount of work 
has been done bare, and tha people have 
worked heroically to (tamp out the past. 

The auxiliary committee has accomplished 
jreat good in putting ttia oity in magnificent 
lanitary oonditioo, whila tha relief commit- 
tee has fad and aided tham. 

Tba point is now to dapopnlala tba city. 
Tha inoroosed deatti rate .and many new 
aMa will iduoe nearly all the wbltea to go, 
but tha nagroea will not budga at all. They 
oave been told that tbia la a political move 
to get them off out of the country and they 
itubboruly refuse to ga 

It will requii-e great dilligence and firm- 
ness to reduce the population to much less 
than ten thousand by the.iat of October. 

If sriiolfer ouM be provided for the people 
the population might tie reduced to 3,000 or 
l,UO(i within a very short time by tha with- 
irawol of relief from thoae who can go and 
refuse to go to the oamp, and by feeding no 
well person here,azoapt thoaa who are neces- 
sary to care for the sick. 

The Red Cross nurses are hare, and their 
coming is lulled with great joy. One dia- 
beartening feature here has been the absence 
of good nurses and ample medical aid. The 
doctors have become Ul, and their patients 
<uiTere l, suveral deatha baiag diraotly at- 

tributalile to itiis. 

Tho city presents a very desolate and ex 
tremely des..rted appearance. All, save Hay 
itreet, is sdeiii and i(inet, hardly a soul tieing 
teen ill a stroll ot a dozen scjuarus. The peo- 
ple are all looking for -.inie means to e.scape 
from this "trap." Traiiia and boats are 
promised, hut they fail to matwrialize, and 
iisapi"imtmeMt occasioned thereby makes all 
Very iiiueli di.iheartenixl.
